A WAR SCARE BOOM 

World prices for wheat sagged ten cents in 
two days last week. This is explained as being 
due to a “genera] decline in commodity prices” 
and to “some revision of traders’ ideas as to 
future wheat demand, following the slowing up 
of export takings by European buyers.” 

Which downward movement of general com- 
modity prices and revision of wheat-buyers’ an- 
ticipations coincided with an easing of the tension 
in Europe. Not only coincided with this easing of 
tension, but resulted from it. 

European countries have been buying wheat, 
and endless other kinds of commodities, away in 
advance of present requirements, because of ap- 
prehension that war might come and oversea 
supplies be cut off. That apprehension has weak- 
ened during recent days, and the advance buying 
has slackened in consequence 

It is not a pleasant thought, but the fact is the 
present boom in world trade was started by the 
war scare, and is mainly sustained by it. Let the 
war clouds clear away, and commodity prices and 
security markets would slump overnight, for 
these are being supported by preparedness buy- 
ing rather than by present consumer demand . 

The tragic fact is the world has not yet learned 
how to pull itself out of a depression of plenty 
except by creating a fear of scarcity. And nothing 
creates that fear so effectively as a threat of war

Profuse Menstruation |The Passing Show 
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By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Profuse menstruation is one of the common 
disorders of women and may arise from a variety 
of causes. It is marked by an abnormal loss of 
blood and in some instances the profuse flow 
appears with every period, while in others it 
may occur only occasionally. 

In addition to the increased 
heniorrhaging the patient may 
mention such symptoms as 
weakness, trembling of the 
legs, or ache in the lower back 
As a general rule the patient 
tends to neglect the condition, 
hoping that normal periods 


on 4 will return. Part of such ne- 
“ a glect may be due to the fact 
Dr. F. McCoy that the average patient does 


not realize that a prolonged and excessive flow 
may have a harmful effect upon the general 
health. 

When the tendency is present, the patient may 
find that heavy exercise, exposure to cold, ner- 
vous strain, severe constipation, and even the 
eating of a heavy meal containing many ineom- 
patible food mixtures, may serve to increase the 
loss of blood. Even so slight a factor as being 
on the feet for many kours at a time, may be 
influential in bringing about the increase. 

I can not too strongly emphasize the fact 
that in the healthy woman, menstruation shotld 
be a perfectly norma! function, causing no dis- 
tress or apprehension in way.

With interest demands totalling $50,000,000 a 
year out of an annual production in Alberta of 
$200,000,000, and with the city of Edmonton 
owing $32,000,000 after having paid $39,000,000 
in interest since 1912, the outlook for financial 
freedom seems hopeless unless something is 
done to grapple with the great god Interest. At 
present he has a strangle-hold on both province 
and city. 

Nothing at present being done touches the 
issue, The provincial government in paying only 
half interest rates on the provincial debt is 
allowing the unpaid portion to accumulate. It 
refuses to grant similar debt relief to the cities 
whose bonds it holds. With the support ef the 
Liberal members, the Conservative member and 
one Social Credit member who represent the 
city of Edmonton, it has legislated to fasten 
current high interest rates upon the city of 
Edmonton, under the bond-holders’ plan. Mr. 
D. B. Mullen, the other Edmonton Social Credit 
member, voted against the scheme. 

When it comes to interfering with high in- 
terest rates, not even aldermanic pledges, party 
platforms or valorous campaign promises can 
withstand the arguments of those who have 
taken $39,000,000 in interest from the tax-payers 
of Edmonton, and who hope to take many times 
$39,000,000 before they are satisfied. 

In view of public apathy, the betrayal of 
promises and the repudiation of political pledges, 
what is to be done to keep the province and city 
from being completely submerged under the 
mounting volume of interest-bearing debt? 

A few nights ago I listened to Mr. Harry 
H. Hallatt of Toronto expound his plan for the 
scientific issue and recall of money, which has 
received the endorsement of many economists 
and students of monetary reform. We shall 
hear a good deal more of the Hallatt plan in 
the future, for it has the merits of understand- 
ability and applicability, in addition to its tech- 
nical merits as a plan to solve the problems of 
unemployment and debt 

Mr. Haliatt not a doctrinaire economist 
He is business man who approached the 
problem from the view-point of one who hed 
organized a large and successful brick and tile 
business, only to have it fall into the hands of 
the banks in two recurrent depressions. He is 
not bitter against the banks. He sees that banks 
and mortgage and loan companies in maintain- 
ing high interest rates are working to make 
profits for shareholders, and in that 
working for the public. His aim is to alter the 
system for the issue and recall of money, so 
that the financial institutions will not require to 
work against the general interest in making 
profits for the shareholding public. 

Under our present system, money is issued 
in the form of bankers’ I.0.U.’s and bankers’ 
credit. Only about 2 per cent is backed by 
nationalized wealth. At the first sien of a slump 
the loaners must call in their 1.0.U.’s. It often 
profits a bank or its directors to start a slump 
by calling in bank 1.0.U.’s (known as bank bills), 
in order to become possessed of the security 
given for the loan, or to eliminate a business 
rival of a director. 

The Hellatt plen calls for all money to be 
issued interest free by the Bank of Canada, 
against national wealth. It would be issued 
against durable units of wealth, such as homes, 
public buildings, highways, municipal and 
public works to the full value of the security, 
repayable in yearly instalments over the life of 
the work. This has three advantages over the 
present banker's I.0.U. system. It provides 
money for the creation of useful employment 
to the full needs of the unemployment market; 
it eliminates the heavy burden of interest 
charges which double and treble the cost of 
public works; it stabilizes the monetary system 
of the nation against panic and from depres- 
sions planned by predatory financial interests.

Two bug-bears of present-day finance are 
met by it. There can be no fear or risk of 
“inflation,” because the national money weuld 


be issued only against durable national wealth: 
every doller of it must be “sound money” be- 
cause it is backed by actual national weath. 

The Haliatt plan blasts the hopes of all who 
seek by some mysterious jugglery of credits and 
discounts, by the monetization of undeveloped 
natural resources and the “cultural heritage” 
to provide them with incomes for doing noth- 
ing. It holds out no promise of reward for 
merely keeping the faith and mentally “co- 
operating.” Men will still, as they have had to 
do since the dawn of history, earn their liveli 
hoods by producing goods, or giving useful ser- 
vices. Indeed, there cannot be a dollar in the 
Hallatt world unless a dollar’s worth of wealth 
production supports it. As produced wealth, 
represented by durable works, fades away or 
is added to by new works, so will the supply 
of available money decrease or increase. 

There will still be banks, but they will be 
restricted to banking business, acting as re- 
positaries of wealth which they can loan out to 
private individuals for profit, and as agents for 
collection and discount of debts. Private enter- 
prise will continue, only more actively when 
currency is taken out of the hands of private 
profiteers and placed on a stable, national foot- 
ing + 
There is much to the Hallatt plan in matters 


of detail. A book has been written upon it, and 
monetary scientists have written papers on 
aspects of it. The preceding is merely a bald 


outline of the main principle. Inventors often 
patch up old ideas, until! some man of original 
mind happens along. In a flash he sees a new 
and simple principle that can be applied. All 
wonder that it was never thought of before. 
lt looks as if this erstwhile brick and tile manu- 
facturer, turned monetary reformer, has hit on 
a simple, effective means to make Canada a 
depression-proof nation of homes and industry, 
by issuing national money, interest-free, to 
equate the value of the homes and public works 
of the nation. That is why I say we shall prob- 
ably hear a good deal more about the Haliatt 
Plan in the near future 

It will be combatted and resisted by all those 
who profit by the present private-money, high- 
interest system. But it has merits of under- 
@landability and practicability, It holds out 
early hope of lifting the burden of national, pro- 
vincial and municipal taxation. It may sweep 
Canada like a wild-fire. If so, nothing can stop 
it becoming law.
